Coach 
Bob  Gregory’s  Bearcats  settled 
down  to  outplay  St.  Benedict’s  fine 
yomig  basketball  team  and  came 
up  with  a  55-49  victory  here  last 
Tuesday  night.

11  was  a  great  night  for  the  Bearcats  on  Tuesday,  January 
29,  when  the  basketball  team  played  one  of  its  better  games 
of  the  season  in  downing  the  tough  St.  Benedict's  Ravens  55-49. 
The  Bearcats  in  upsetting  the  Ravens,  one  of  the  best  teams  in 
the  area,  for  the  second  straight  year  (Maryville  beat  the  Ravens 
61-50  last  year)  needed  some  clutch  free  throw  shooting  in  the 
last  minutes  by  Dick  Phillips  and  Ron  Partridge  to  clinch  the 
game  after  Maryville  had  led  most  of  the  way. 

The  Maryville  B-team  lost  to  the  Ravens'  B-team  58-53 
after  leading  at  the  end  of  the  first  half.  The  "Little"  Bearcats 
couldn't  hit  in  the  second  half  and  thus  fell  behind. 

The  victory  over  St.  Benedict's  was  the  second  straight  win 
for  the  Bearcats,  who  won  their  first  conference  game  of  the 
season  over  Rolla  on  the  26th.  The  'Cats  beat  Rolla  79-71  after 
leading  all  the  way  behind  Bob  Alcorn's  24-polnt  shooting. 

Bob's  24  points  against  the  Miners  probably  put  him  into 
the  conference  scorin-g  lead  since  the  former  leader.  Bob  Rine- 
berg,  of  the  Rolla  Miners,  was  held  to  six  points  by  the  Bearcats. 

The  MIAA  conference,  of  which  Maryville  is  a  member,  has 
quit  the  National  Association  of  Intercollegiate  Athletics  (NAIA) 
after  belonging  to  it  ever  since  its  beginning.  The  difference 
in  eligibility  rules  was  given  as  the  reason.  NAIA  rules  require 
that  on  athlete  sit  out  for  18  weeks  after  transferring  schools, 
while  MIAA  rules  require  only  a  12  weeks'  wait.  The  MIAA 
was  reluctant  to  accept, the  18  weeks'  rule  because  all  but  one 
of  its  members  are  on  the  quarter  system.  Maryville  Is  the  only 
conference  school  on  the  semester  system.  The  MIAA  has  fur¬ 
nished  several  NAIA  basketball  champions  in  recent  years. 

The  move  may  prove  to  be  unfortunate  to  both  the  con¬ 
ference  ond  the  association.
